division with the original propiietors

The owner of said lot 19 continues
the Attorney expressly declares in mak-
ing

¬

the above mentioned subdivision that
said alley was for the sole use and benefit
of said subdl ision that is the said alley
was riot dedicated to public uses but to
the private uses declared I am of the
opinion that as the alley Is not a public
one Its care and its obstruction by a gate
is purely a matter of private concern
The attention of the Assessor should be
called to the lot and if the area of the
alley way is exempt from taxation it
should be listed as taxable property

The original application with the opin-
ion

of the Attorney was referred by the
Commissioners to the Assessor who has
now reported back to them as follows

It has been the rule of this office to
recognize all alleys laid out in subdivi-
sions

as public alleys unless specially
designated as private alleys and when a
subdivision is recorded in the Survey ¬

ors O fice showing an alley opening to
a street or to another alley it has been
considered as dedicated to the District
notwithstanding the fact that in many
cates it is expressly declared to be for the
sole use and benefit of the subdivision
but it still remains an alley for the pur-
poses

¬

of uninterrupted egress and ingress
and the convenience of the owners for
ever of the subdivided lots no matter
whether the subdivision covers the whole
square or a portion of it

lt is not to be supposed an alley of
this description would be dedicated by
anyone for the benefit of adjoining prop-
erty

in which he has no interest Conse-
quently

all alleys recorded in the Survey-
ors

office whether designated for the
use and benefit of certain lots or without
any rstrictlons whatever uness number-
ed

consecutively with the subdivided lots
or marked private are considered public
alleys

Therefore if it be the Intention of the
owner to subdivide certain lands into lots
hrough which he desires to run an alley

for ic convenience of the lots but not
to be dedicated to the District the Sur-

fusion as to the intention of the owner
and distinguishing in a definite way pri ¬

vate from public alleys

Into lots 31 to 35 and alley it is the opin-
ion

Columbia that the alley is private and
should be assessed on the books of this
office

As the Commissioners have approved
this opinion I recommend that an order
bo Issued In accordance therewith and
the Surveyor be directed to designate
said alley by a distinctive number that
It may be correctly listed on the records
of this office for taxation
